Oive Tbeir Tieiir« ot tbe Inter-Ocean 
Canal Rewolution of Sena- 
tor Edmunds. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—In the senate, 
Mr, Sherman called up the joint resolu- 
tion reported by him yesterday from the 
committee on foreign relations, declar- 
ing the sense of congress in relation to 
the connection of the European govern- 
ments with any inter-oceanic canal, and 
asked that it be passed immediately. 
A 
brief but very interesting discussion en- 
sued. 
Mr. Sherman said the resolution 
was but the reassertion of the Monroe 
doctrine, 


Mr. Teller said the only objection he 
had to the resolution was it was un- 
timely and should have been adopted 
years ago, when the construction of the 
Panama canal began. 


Vest suggested that (Wliite favoring 
the resolution) it was intended to have 
some bearing in favor of the Nicaragua 
canal (a scheme to which he .was op- 
posed). Ml-. Edmunds, author of the 
resolution, disclaimed having been in- 
fluenced by any such idea. 
Mi\ Call 
opposed the resolution as calculated to 
obstruct the gieat work of beneficience 
to mankind. 
Mr, George regarded the 
resolution as a very important 
and 
necessary step, 
Reagan thought the 
resolution should not be pressed to a 
vote to-day, but should be considered 
and debated. 
Its language, he said, 
was too broad and unrestricted and con- 
tained an unnecessary offence to France. 
Mr. Morgan took the view that congress 
had no right to trammel the diplomatic 
action of the executive by the passage of 
a joint resolution. 


Mr. Sherman treated Mr. Morgan's 
objection to the form of a resolution as 
more technical than important, but was 
willing to have the resolution made a 
concurrent one instead of the joint reso- 
lution, although he thought the latter 
the better form as binding the three 
branches of the government. 
He would 
like to see all the nations of the world 
(but not governments) incoriJorated in 
the work of the Panama canal. 
The 
resolutions went over until Monday and 
the tariff bill was taken up.

Howards and Halsteads, all of whom 
live at Milan, 
in this state, 
Mrs, 
Friend's attoniey says there was no in- 
tentional fraud, but that the company 
expected more tlian was jiromised. 


She says the comjiany was to furnish 
the monej'to equip the refinery for refin- 
ing the sugar by Friend's process. 
The 
company alleged the refining was to be 
done from sugar cane, and this she can- 
not do. 
The contract her husband made 
was to refine the sugar at eighty cents a 
ton or sell out his stock and the secret 
for $250,000 after everything was nin- 
ning, 
Mrs. Friend says her company 
are now trying to force from her anoth- 
er secret by which she makes a suiJerior 
article of sugar from grapes, instead of 
getting the secret their contract calls 
for.

EUROPEAN HEBSEWS. 


PeenllJuitlM of Their Bvrtel Gvatooub

The Jews rightly exclude all reXa- 
Hves frem the chamber of a dying cc- 
religionist. 
Only strangers should be 
present when the soul leaves the body. 
As seon as death occurs all the vessels 
in the house containing water are emp- 
tied, 
On the continent, where Jews 
reside, the emptying of the water ves- 
sels in the public roadway is the usual 
method of notifying that a death has 
occurred. 
The practice had its origin, 
we gather from the rabbinical books, 
in an old-world superstition that stand- 
ing water in such circumstances be- 
came the abiding place of certain evil 
spirits whose presence in the house 
was prejudicial both to the dead and 
to the living. 
In the interval between 
death and interment the Jews lay the 
corpse on the bare ground with the 
feet toward the door. 
The body is 
covered, but nothing—8a\'ing occasion- 
ally a little 
straw—may 
be placed 
under it. 
Then the two big toes are 
tied together. 
On Sabbaths, it is not, 
however, premitted to remove a body 
on to the floor; it would be work. 
But as it is sometimes necessary that 
this should nevertheless be done, rab- 
binical ingenuity has'contrived a means 
of accomplishing it without violating 
the sanctity of the day. 
A loaf of 
bread is jjlaced upon the cori>se, and 
the two together are lifted to the 
ground. 
It is lield that only the bread 
has been moved, and this is permitted 
on the Sabbjjth. 


Two or three hours before the in- 
terment takes place, the ceremonial 
puritication of the body known as the 
tahara takes place. 
It consists mere- 
ly in jiouring several definite measures 
of warm water over the liody while re- 
peating the words, "I will ¡¡our on you 
cleansing 
waters, and 
ye shall 
be 
cleansed of vour uiicleanliness; for all 
your ini.|uities I will purify you." The 
body is then jdaeed in a coilin, attired 
in a white cotton gown as a kiitle. 
This kirtlc i-. in 
X(jrthern Europe 
])resented to a brideyro.im l>y his ])ride 
on the day of their wedding, and is 
worn by him on certain occasions. SUCIJ 
as the day of atonemi-nt and the I'ass- 
over-eve celebration. 
It is made by 
the female relatives of the l>ride, l)ut 
she herself must not take part in the 
sewing of it. 
In Poland, Galicia. and 
in Kussia the bridegroom always wears 
the death garment under tlie wedding 
canopy during the i)eriorraance of the 
marriage ceremony. 
Besides the kirtle 
the body is enveloped in a praying- 
scarf, or talith used l»y the deceas»-d 
during life. 
When this is done the 
relatives are summoned. 
One by one 
draw near and bend over the coffin; a 
friend takes a sharp knife and makes a 
slit in one of the outer garments of the 
mourner—on the right side if the de- 
ceased be a parent, on the left if a 
child. 
The 
mounier 
himself 
then 
rends the garment, according to the 
custom of the country. 
In the East 
Jews tear the vestment clean across; 
in England it is only torn a couple of 
fingers in breadth. 
The rent must not 
be sown 
up for a month, 
an<l the 
Qiourning ¡jfarment must be worn for 
a parent fully eleven months. 
The 
Spanish and 
Portuguese Jews rend 
their undergarments as well. 
Exceut 
among the (ierman Jews—as they are 
failed—in this country, the last otHc» s 
(»f the dead are 
performed by the 
members of what are termed "Chevrah 
Kailistia," or "Holy Brotherhood." an 
or^anizution formed in every orthodox 
runj^rcgation only 
for this purpose. 
No hired hands aresullVred to jicrform 
for }»ay the la.st services needful in the 
case of a di ]>arted co-reli^ionist. 
The 
kindness in this way shown to tln^ dead 
is rej^'arded as an act of 
the highest 
merit, since from its very nature it is 
such as the recipient can never return. 


A Celebrated Steamlioat Race. 


The preatest steamboat raee that was 
ever run in the world was that which 
occurred in June, 1870, from New ( »r- 
leans to St. Louis, between the Koliert 
E, Lee and the Natchez, 
T h ' latt.-r 
was built at Cincinnati, and was com- 
manded by Capt. T, P. Leathers, and 
in June of the above year made tl» 
fastest time on record from New Or- 
leans to St. Louis, 1,278 miles in 3 
days 21 hours and 58 minutes. 
Tlic 
Robert E. Lee was built at New Al- 
bany during the war. and was com- 
manded bv Cai)t. John W. Cannon, 
wno died at Frankfort, Ky., in 1882. 
There was great rivalry between the 
boats, and when the Natchez made her 
run Capt. Cannon determined to beat 
it. 
He stripped the Lee for the race, 
removed all parts cif her upper works 
which were calculated to catch the 
winil, removing all rigging and (nitfit 
that could l)e dispensed with to lighten 
her, engaged the steamer Frank Par- 
goud to precede her a hundred 
miles 
lip the river to supply coal, arranged 
with coal yards to have fuel flats await- 
ing in the middle of the river at given 
points, to be taken in tow under way 
until the coal could be transferred to 
the deck of the Lee, and then to be 
cut loose and float baok. 
He refused 
all business of every kind, and would 
receive no passengers. 
The Natchez 
returned to New Orleans and received 
a few hundred tons of freight and a 
few passengers, and was advertised to 
leave for St. Louis on June 30. In the 
afternoon the Bobert E. Lee backed 
out from the levee, and five minutes 
later the Natchez followed her. 
The 
whole country watched the race with 
breathless interest, as it had been ex- 
tensively advertised by the press, and 
the telegraph attended its progress 
along the river at every point. 
At all 
the principal cities—Natchez, Vicks- 
burg, Helena, and Memphis—people 
from many miles were present to see 
the racers pais, and the time of pass- 
ing was cabled to Europe. 
"When 
Cairo was reached the race was virtu- 
ally ended, but the Lee proceeded to 
St,'Louis, arriving there in 3 days 18 
hours and 14 minutes from the time she 
left New Orleans, beating by thirty- 
three minutes the previous record of 
the Natchez. 
The latter steamer had 
run into a fog and grounded between 
Memphis and Cairo, which delayed her 
more than six hours. 
It is said that 
30,0i)0 people crowded the wharf, the 
windows, and the housetops to wel- 
come the Lee on her arrival at St. 
Louis. 
Capt. Cannon was tendered a 
banquet by the business men of the 
city, and was generally lionised while 
he remained here. 
It was estimated 
that more than $1,000,000 changed 
hands on the result of 
the 
great 
raoe.

ordinary smoking tobacco is about .5d 
per pound, wholesale and in bond, 
'urap" fetches from 2s 6d to Ss 6d. 
On the other hand, the cultivation is 
ittended by unusuid risks and very, 
leavy 
expenses, 
and it was 
long, 
;hought that the peculiar conjunction 
?f soil and climate necessary for its 
production was confined to Sumatra. 
But experiments have shown that it 
;an also be grown in British North 
Borneo, 
Samples 
from there 
were 
aighly recommended at the colonial 
iud Indian exhibition, and 
suitable 
land for the purpose is being eagerly 
;aken uj), chiefly by Dutch planters. 
•Most of the capital employed and of 
;he Euroi)eans engaged are Dutch, be- 
3ause liitlierto the production of "urap'' 
;obacco has been almost entirely a 
Dutch industry carried on iu Dutch 
colonies. 
On > of the principal rt asons 
or the Dutch purchasing tobacco lands 
)utside their own c olonies is the very 
u avy taxation to wiiieh they are sub- 
e ted by their own gt)vernment. 
In 
lava the planter has to pay co die p >11 
axes, a license 
tax, high railway 
jharge'^. ex])ort and mai;y other dues, 
ind in addition has to pay } eaiiy a tax 
)u his land which would buy it out- 
'igiit in a 9'.t;i-year lease in north 
ijonu'o, where they are practically no 
axes or imports wha'ever, except those 
)u cjn'um. s])irits, and the like.

was l)orrowed from Spain, where it 
still prova"ils in the most remote sec- 
tions. 


The cane of early American histo- 
ry, lik" that of biblical times, was part 
of tlie vopertory of the leaders of the 
church, 
it was the principal badge of 
the deacon. 
The cane was about tive 
feet lon^-. 
One end was embellished 
with n l)ig knol), the other with feath- 
ers.

** No branch oi tin manofaotnre has 
undergone sach radical changes within 
the last few years as the manufacture of 
cans for packing and canning purposes," 
aud a tinware manofactnrer wno was 
questioned relative to the mechanical 
improvements of the trade. 
"From an 
insignificant business it has grown to be 
one of great magnitude, and one, fur- 
ther, that is increasing every year with 
the increase in- consumption of canned 
goods. 
The high cost of plate tin, cou- 
pled with the popular prices at which 
packers have endeavored to put their 
goods on the market, has necessitated 
t^fie discontinuance of hand labor. 
On 
the other hand, the uncertainty of crops 
has centralized the business and run out 
the small scattered manufacturers. 


" Formerly such cans were made by 
hand, and the demand of one season was 
scarcely supplied before work was begun 
on stock for the next year. It was found, 
however, that an unexpected drought or 
frost or rainy spell often spoil a crop, 
and at the last moment, by killing the 
demand for cans, locked up thousands 
of dollars' worth of manufactured goods 
for twelve months—a difficulty which is 
now never experienced. 
The necessity 
of cheapening food cans has resulted in 
machinery which automatically does the 
whole work, even to soldering and count- 
ing; and the centralization of the can- 
making business springs from the fact 
that when a single concrn, for instance, 
can turn off a quarter of a million cans 
in a single day, packers can wait till 
they know with ct>rtainty how many cans 
they will need before ordering them, or 
even rescind an order on a moment's no- 
tice without inconveniencing or causing 
loss to the manufacturers. There is now 
no need of capitals being tied up. 


"Five or six boys can now easily turn 
off 50,000 a day and have scarcely more 
to ao than watch the machines. 
The 
plate tin is fed in at one end of a series 
of connected machines. 
The ends and 
bodies of the cans are stamped out, con- 
ducted along, put together, soldered, 
counted, and almost put on the cars for 
shipping, without the intervention of 
hand labor; whereas, formerly, can- 
making was but a lower class of pieced 
work, requiring the shears and soldering 
iron. 
I don't think it an overestimate 
to say that improved machinery has 
lessened the actual cost of manutactur- 
ing this sort of goods fully 75 per cent. 
The plant re juired for this machine 
work is, of course, pretty expensive, but 
their erection pays because packers will 
buy no other than machinti-made cans. 


"The re(iuirements made of manufac- 
turers are very exacting. 
They have to 
pay for all cans and contents over and 
above thr ee in a thousand that are found 
defective; and the nmount of money 
thus paid is . remarkably small when we 
take into consideration the rapidity with 
which the cans are turned otF and the 
saving in material effected in eacJi can 
made. 
Where formerly seventy pounds 
of solder was required for 1,000 cans the 
new process of manufacture rojuires 
but fifteen. The saving of solder, you 
see, is no small item in the reduction of 
cost. And, by the way, this mass of sol- 
der formerly used gave rise to that fake 
about lead-poisoning by canned goods. 
There isn't a genuine case of such lead- 
poisoning on record 
It takes months 
in lead works to impregnate one's sys- 
tem with poison; the mere contact of 
food with a soldered point will not do it. 
The real cause of the poisoning i.s the 
fermenting of the food. 
Seeing great 
rolls of solder in the cars containing the 
suspected food, physicians have jumped 
at a false ci)nclusion and needlessly 
•ularmed the pnblic."—ChicuQo 
irn.

Vampires not Vicious, After AH. 


In a journal devoted to "psychical, 
occult and mystical research," culled 
Light, Mrs. Lawrence Oliphans, in writ- 
ing upon the powers of healing, passes 
a high eulogium upon vampires, whose 
intentions have been hitherto, it seems, 
quite misunderstood.

NowadajB, since snperintendents and 
teaohers h«Te begun to realize that to 
secure the best mental work the best 
physical 
conditions are necessary, 
great deal more attention is paid to 
warming and ventilating and lighting 
school-hoosea, and all that sort of thing, 
than formerly, and this is good, of 
course, but the doctor says that nine out 
of every ten cases of illness among 
school children, aside from the conta- 
gious ailments common to youth, are 
due to school luncheons. 
It isn't so 
much the cold dinner, either, but the 
kind of food that is taken. I have often 
thought what a nice plan it would be if 
some good "homely" woman would un- 
dertake to supply hot dinner for chil- 
dren who attend school near her own 
home; I am sure it would be a paying 
plan, too, for no parent would hesitate 
to pay a reasonable price for the priv- 
ilege of seating her child or children at 
a good, wholesome, hot dinner, instead 
of a cold lunch on a school desk. Why, 
I declare, I would try it myself in our 
little town if I lived sufficiently near 
the school-house. 
But since this isn't 
to be, we mothers must do the best we 
can. I always aim to give my children 
a change every day, and I most rigidly 
eschew pie and cake, except on rare oc- 
casions. 
A sandwich is nearly always 
acceptable, but the form of it should be 
varied as much as possible. In any 
case, 
however, the slices of bread 
should be cut smooth and thin, and the 
meat the same way. I like best to use 
chopped meats, moistened with a little 
stock, melted, 
buttered, or scalded 
cream, for sandwiches, as they are not 
so dry. 
Egg sandwiches, too, are fa- 
vorites with my little people —to 
one 
hard-boiled egg, 
chopped fine and 
properly seasoned, add one teaspoon- 
ful of finely-minced ham, tongue, or 
other cold meat, with one-half teaspooh- 
ful of melted butter. 
Spread this mix- 
ture evenly between thin and thinly- 
buttered slices of bread. 
Sometimes I 
give them hard-boiled eggs, cut in slices, 
the slices lightly buttered and fitted to- 
gether again, and they find them a wel- 
come addition to their bill of fare; 
and I always, if at all possible, give them 
a bit of fruit—a pear, apple, orange, or 
a few grapes, and above all things I try 
to make the lunch attractive. 
It is car- 
ried in a little willow basket, the dain. 
tiest I oonld find, and I hemstitched, 
fringed, and embroidered a set of fine 
linen doylies two years ago which are 
uever put to any other use than to put 
between the different articles of food, ol 
which I never allow more than three va- 
rieties, including the fruit. It may be 
only fancy, but it seems to me the chil- 
dren enjoy their luncheon far better ii 
daintily put Up. At all events^ I know 
the lunch-basket always comes home 
empty.—Cottage 
Health.

One block—and

is that to which we have already re- 


f e r r e d , namely, that its taste is, at first, 
disagreeable to many people; but the 
palate soon gets over the squeamishness, 
and in a little time, and with very little 
practice learns to take them with in- 
tense relish. 


But, lying aside their palatableness, 
there is another consideration which has 
or ought to have too strong a claim upon 
our gastronomic aflfections to be ignored; 
I allude to their wholesomeness in spur- 
ring the digestive machinery whenever 
it is inclined to be anywise sluggish. 
Therefore, let me say to the dyspeptic 
that if his taste does not now flourish 
for the olive he should lose no time in 
cultivating it until it does; for he will 
find hidden there not only an amount of 
deliciousness he little dreams of, but 
also more repairing and lubricating ma- 
terial for his weakened inner man than 
all the pills and medicinal draughts that 
were ever invented for the stomach to 
concoct. 


I would also state for his edification 
that in the south of Europe, where the 
olive is extensively used as an article of 
food, indigestion is scarcely ever heard 
of; in fact, so little known that the 
word itself has no comprehensive mean- 
ing. 
He must take this, however, as 
hearsay evidence, for I speak it not of 
my own knowledge. 
Still from per-

to believe it myself, and it can work no 
serious injury for the dyspeptic to dP 
likewise.—Ta&Ze Talk.

Prof. O. y. Büey, the Govenuneni 
entomologist, was recently called upon 
by Good HotLsekeeping 
to make an 
award of prizes offered by that maga- 
zine for (1) the best buffalo bug extin- 
guisher, (2) the best bed-bug 
finisher, 
(3) the best moth eradicator, 
(4) 
the 
best fly and flea exterminator. 
Prof. 
. Riley found that the most satisfactory 
remedies proposed for the bed-bug were 
pyre thrum, benzine, naptha, 
gasoline, 
and kerosene, there being little if any 
choice between these substances if thor- 
oughly applied. 


FCAV remedies were suggested for the 
buffalo bug. 
One correspondent pro- 
posed a combination of steaming and 
pyrethrum powder, which Prof, Eiley 
pronounced effedtive and answering the 
purpose unquestionably. 


For flies and fleas the prize was di- 
vided among a number of correspond- 
ents, most of whom favored the East 
India insect powder of pyrethrum. 


For clothes moths the aAvard was di- 
Aáded betAveen two competitors, one of 
whom recommended gasoline, the other 
insect i)OAvder. • 


In conclusion Dr. Riley said: 
"Let 
me state that for the buffalo bug there 
! is no easy remedy. 
Experience 
has 
taught that the folloAving method should 
be pursued: 
Take up the carpets all 
over the hou.se, spray them with ben- 
zine. 
Fill up the cracks either Avith 
plaster of Paris or with cotton batting, 
saturating them with benzine, and then 
after the odor has evaporated, and all 
has been thoroughly aired, relay the 
carpet, placing alonji the borders of the 
room strips of tarred roofing pafier or 
paper soaked in boiled lard. 
Clothes 
and carpets may be entirely freed from 
all these pests by steaming or dry heat 
Avhere these methods are practicable; 
Avhile for the bedbug corrosive subli- 
mate carefully handled and applied is, 
perhaps, of all things the most satisfac- 
tory, though excluded from the prize 
by your restrictions.

ing has a hollow ring. 
The reverence 
of Christ is overshadowed by the dis- 
credit cast upon everything salient in 
life. 
It is all very beautiful and t(mch- 
ing, but it is the charm of a soap bubble 
collapsing at the first breath of earnest 
protest. 
The Avorld has no use for such 
a substitute of the old and historic 
Gospel. 
Nor is it an untried plan that 
is here commended. 
Robert Elsmere 
has had a thousand forerunners and has 
had a thousand imitators. 
The experi- 
ment of Christianity without the divine 
and risen Christ has been long and 
widely tried, and it has failed. 
It lacks

and enduring scale at home or abroad. 
During the reign of terror in France 
there arose a party who called them- 
selves Tlieophilanthropists. 
They be- 
lieved in God and righteousness and the 
Immortality of the soul.

invented substitutes for the sacraments.

They held together for just 
five years, and then disappeared,

It is not so easy to found a re- 
ligion. 
It was not easy 2,000 years ago, 
with Judaism and Greek philoso])hy 
and Roman law in possession of the 
world.

FRKNCII 
FOLISH. 


The usual term of ai>prenticeship to 
the French polishing trade is five years. 
This is longer than is really necessary, 
but the upholstery business is taught as 
a collateral, so the period is an equit- 
able one. 


During the first year an apprentice's 
work chiefly consists in staining kitchen 
tables and otlier rough furniture. 
This 
is done with a staining bru.sh dipped in 
a mixture of Venetian red, a little yel- 
low ochre, and water. 
When dry the 
stained portions are sandpai)ered and 
varnished with red varnish made of 
methylated spirits, shellac, and red 
sanders, or logwood dust. 
In the sec- 
ond year of apprcntic(>.s]ii[) the poorer 
or light colored mahoganies and other 
•woods are operated upo]), being first 
stained with bichromate of i)()tasli and 
water, which imparts a richer 
and 
darker brown. 
The mahogany is then 
sandpapered and rubbed well over \vith 
linseed oil, and the grain filled Avith a 
mixture of wliiting, spirits, and linseed 
oil, which makes a thicliisli substance 
and after it is rubbed in briskly with 
canvas the gi-ain |of the wood looks 
much closer. 
This substance is wip^ed 
off with a piece of cloth and the wood is 
ready for polishing in earnest. 


French polish is composed of red 
sanders, orange-shellace and methyl- 
lated s])irits and is identical with the 
"varnish" above mentioned. 
It is, how- 
ever, rubbed in thoroughly when used 
as a polish, and the attrition makes all 
the difference. 


The rubber, or "rag," consists of 
wadding damped with the polish and 
placed inside a cotton rag, which is 
pressed into a smooth, tight, flat-faced I 
ball. 
The 
flat 
surface 
is 
slightly | 
damjied, with lin.seed oil to make it work ; 
freely on the wood. 
The rubber is then ' 
ke})t going continually until a bright 
polish is given. 


The finishing touch, or "s])iriting'' as 
it is termed in the trade, is done with a 
})iece of wadding very slightly dam])(Ml ! 
with methyllated spirits, placedl insiih; I 
the rag and worked lightly up and down j 
the ])olished surface two or three times. • 


As the learner acquires the art of r.s- ] 
ing the rubber, Avhich, simple as it ap- 
])ears, requires great practice, finer work 
is given by degress. 


The various other polishes, such as 
el)ony and white ])olish, consist of a 
similar mixture as the one described, 
the coloring 
substance 
only 
being 
changed; in the former gas black and in 
the latter white shellac and white rosin 
are used. 
Damp weather is most un- 
favorable to the work, as it renders it 
fdiiiicult to get u^j a good gloss, and the 
j)olish is likely to become "chilled" or 
bleached, when it looks very unsightly. 


A REGION 
WITHOUT A 
GltAVE. 


That vast region of country lying be- 
tween Cliina and Siberia, known 
as

The Mon- 
gols are living in constant expectation 
of returning to their old home far off to 
the southwest, and they want nothing 
to keep them from undertaking tlie 
great emigration. 
The intensity of de- 
sire to be led back to the land of their 
fathers is most suggestive of the prayers 
and wailings of the Jews because of the 
desolation of Palestine and their agonj^ 
of longing for its restoration. 
When 
they are punished enough and reduced 
to a remnant, they say, then will their 
Messiah return from Heaven and bring 
back their dispersion. 
What becomes 
of the bodies of the dead in this grave- 
less land? 


You can read an exact descri])tion of 
the condition of things in Mongolia to- 
day as foretold in the prophecy of Jere- 
miah over 2,000 years ago: 


"They shall die of grievous deaths; 
they shall not be lamented, neither 
shall they be buried, but they shall be 
as dung upon the face of the earth. 
And they shall be consumed by the 
sword and by famine, and their carcasses 
shall be meat for the fowls of Heaven 
and for the beasts of the earth." 


Although this describes a state of 
things begun in Palestine, it does not 
end there. The Mongol puts the corpse 
of his friend on a cart or other convey- 
ance to be dragged with great speed by 
horses on to the •plains, and whenever it 
is thrown there the dogs and wolves 
may make a reimst

shall find the babe

clothes, lying in a manger. 
And suddenly there 
was -with the angel a multitude of the heavenly 
host."—Luke ii, 12, 13. 


At midnight from one of the galleries 
of the sky a chant broke. To an ordi- 
nary observer there was no reason for 
such a celestial demonstration. A poor 
man and wife—travelers, Joseph and 
Mary by name—had lodged in an out- 
house of an unimportant village. The 
supreme hour of solemnity had passed, 
and upon the pallid forehead and cheek 
of Mary God had set the dignity, the 
grandeur, the tenderness, the everlast- 
ing and divine signiticance of mother- 
hood. 


But such scenes had often occurred 
in Bethlehem, 
yet never before had a 
star been uuiixed, or had a baton of 
light mtirsbaled over the hills a winged 
orchestra. 
If 
there 
had 
been 
such 
brilliant and mighty recognition at an 
advent in the house of Pharaoh, or at 
an advent in the house of Ca.>sar, or the 
house of Hapsburg, 
or the honse 
of 
Stuart, we would not so much have won- 
dered; but a baru seems too poor a cen- 
ter for such delicate and 
archangelic 
circumference. 
The stage seems too 
small for so great an act, the music too 
grand for such unappreciative auditors, 
the window of the stable to rude to be 
serenaded by other worlds. 


No, sir. 
is'o, madam. 
It is my joy 
tliis morning to tell you what was born 
that night in the village barn; and as I 
want to make my discourse {^cumulative 
and climacteric, I begin, 
in the

place, by telling you that that night iu 
the Betli'lchom nian.ticr was born (1.) en- 
cduragonient for all the poorly started, 
lie hud only two friends—they his par- 
ents.

But my skep- 
ticism is all gone as I come to the man- 
ger and watch its surroundings. Now I 
see all the worlds are sisters, and then 
when one weeps they all weep, and when 
one sings they all sing. 


From that supernatural grouping in 
the cloud banku over Bethlehem, and 
from the especial trains that ran down 
to the scene, I find that our world is 
beautifally and gloriously and magnifi- 
cently surrounded. 
The meteors are 
with us, for one of them ran to point 
down to the birthplace. The heavens 
are with us, because at the thought of 
our redemption they roll hosannas out 
of the midnight sky. 


Oh! yes; I do not know but our world 
may be better surrounded than we have 
sometimes imagined; and when a child 
is born angels fetch it, and when it dies 
angels take it, and when an old man 
bends under the weight of years angels 
uphold him, and when a heart breaks 
angels soothe it. Angels in the hospital 
to take care of the sick. Angels in the 
cemetery to watch our dead. Angels iu 
church ready to fly heavenward with the 
news of repentant souls. Angels above 
the world. Angels under the world. 
Angels all around the world. 


Rub the dust of human imperfection 
out of our eyes and look into the 
heavens and see angels of pity, angels 
of mercy, angels of pardon, angels of 
help, angels crowned, angels charioted.

Constellation, that carried 
shot and 
shell, into a grain ship to take food to 
famishing Ireland, hook your cavalry 
horses to the plow, use j'onrdeadly gun- 
powder in blasting rocks aud in patri- 
otic celebration, stop your 
lawsuits, 
quit writing anonymous letters, extract 
the sting from your sarcasm, let your 
wit coruscate but never burn, drop all 
harsh words out of your vocabulary— 
'Good will to men.'" 


"Oh!" you say, "I can't exercise it; I 
won't exercise it until they apologize; I 
won't forgive them until they ask me to 
forgive them." You are no Christian 
then—I say you are no Christian, or you 
are a very inconsistent Christian. If 
you forgive not men their tresspasses, 
how can you expect your Heavenly Fa- 
ther to forgive your Forgive them if 
they ask your forgivenoss, and forgive 
them anyhow. Shake hands all around. 
"Good will to men." 


Oh, my Lord Jesus, drop that spirit 
into onr hearts this Christmas hour. I 
tell you what the world wants more than 
anything else—more helping 
hands, 
more sympathetic 
hearts, more kind 
words thai never die, more disposition 
to give other 
the heavy en( 


a ride, and to carry 
of the load and give other 
lie the light end, and to ascribe 
good motives instead of bad,.and to find 
our happiness in making others happy. 


Out of that Bethlehem crib let the 
bear and the lion eat straw like an ox. 
"Good wiir to men." That principle 
^wili yet settle all o<mtroT«rsiei. and «In- 
der it tb« world will keep <ni imi^rcinriiig 


so much the oxeu of the stall as the 
white horses of Apocalyi)tic vision. Now 
I find the swaddling clothes enlarging 
and emblazoning into an imperial robe 
for a conqueror. Now I find that the 
star of that Christmas night was only 
the diamond sandal of him who hath 
the moon under his feet. Now I come 
to understand that the music of that 
night was not a complete song, but only 
the stringing of tlie instruments for a 
great chorus of two worlds, the base to 
be carried by earthly nations saved, 
and the soprano by kingdoms of glory 
won.

Weather aud Common Sense. 


It does not always require that a man 
should be a prophet to make a shrewd 
guess as to what the weather will be 
some months in advance. 
There are 
probabilities, we will not say certainties, 
regarding times and seasons tliat are 
obvious to every one Avho knows the 
difterence between storm and calm, heat 
and cold. 
"We know, for instance, that 
one extreme is likely to follow another, 
j If one winter is extremely cold it is 
i liighly probable it will be followed by 
; anotlier corres])ondingly moderate. 
An 
lanusually cold wave, so called, will 
i generally be succeeded by a s))ell of 
I weather of greater niiklness for the sea- 
I son. 
To a very dry season, or a sucees- 
I sion of dry seasons, there is sure to suc- 
j ceed a period of Aveatherto make up the 
I deñeioncy of rainfall. 
If any particular 
I spring is cold and wet and late, we may 
¡ generally expect that the succeeding 
I aiitumn will be warm and pleasant, and 
I that the winter will be slow in coming. 
If the entire year should be bad on ac- 
count of the excessive cold or unseason- 
able storms, the compensation may not 
come till the next year, but that it will 
come in time is as sure as the sun will 
continue to rise and set. 
It is one of 
the first laws of nature that rain shall 
alternate with sunshine, storm with 
calm, and heat with cold, and it is by 
studying these movement.s of the ele- 
ments more closely than the rest of man- 
kind that some pretended 
weatlier 
proi)hets have occasionally succeeded in 
coming somewhere near the truth in 
their predictions. 


It does not follow from these general 
rules that anyone will ever be able to 
tell beforehand how many inches of rain 
will follow in any given year or predicfc 
the coming of a storm several months 
iu advance, its violence, and tlie length 
of its continuance. 
Tlie weatlier iu any 
particular part of the world is dependent 
on general causes tliat all'ect a hemis- 
phere or the entire globe, such as the 
heat of the sun, and ocean and air cur- 
rents. 
Ocean currents may be wanner 
! or colder, and air cuiTent.s ave liable to 
changes of temperature, of (lii\>cti(>u 
I and time of movement. 
Changes in the 
• sun modify the earth's climate a ery con- 
i siderably. 
Tliese are usually in the 
' form of 5>[)ots on its surface, which are 
I said to recur with a certain regularity 
I once in every ten or eleven years, and 
i some astronomers have gone so far as to 
make them responsible for a regularly 
recurring cycle of seasons, attended al- 
ways with 
similar 
phenomena, for 
plagues and earthquakes, and even for 
onr intervals of prosperity or mercantile 
disaster.—»San Franciitco 
Chronicle. 


The Winter Evenings. 


If the parents of a large family can 
afford a room, comfortable in all its ap- 
jwintments, as a reading-room for the 
children, and let them make a display of 
their own tastes and means in its decor- 
ations, they will give them something 
to love home for. 
Require the boys and 
girls to keep it neat and clean. 
Let 
them Tise it of evenings to crack nuts, 
pop com and roast apples, and enjoy 
themselves to the full extent in their 
own way and in their own room, and 
when the evening is over leave the room 
neatly cleaned for next evening. 
It 
may be that the young folks have 
neither time or means to use this room 
through the day; but when evening 
comes the boys should take turns at 
making the fire and carrying the coal, 
while the girls see that it is cleanly 
swept and dusted and the lamp filled 
and trimmed, and each one's papers or 
books are arranged around the lamp in 
piles as they like them. 
To this room 
let the girls bring their sewing or knit- 
ting. 
If the family is large they jirob- 
ably are having to sew and knit to help 
mother get them ready for school ^ and 
while they buisly apply their fingers 
the boys can select one of their com- 
pany to read aloud something that will 
interest the girls as well as themselves. 
After the winter clothing is all ready 
for use then tlio girls can have some- 
thing fancy in embroidery, crocheting, 
or knitting, as their tastes may desire. 


Taming Leaves. 


The warning that has been soimded 
against turning the loaves of books with 
wet fingers, for fear of microbes, was 
based on investigations by the author- 
ities among the circulating libraries at 
Dresden, to determine whether they 
were a medium for the communication 
of infectious diseases. 
Soiled leaves of 
books were rubbed first with dry fing- 
ers, and then with wet ones, and the re-

microbes, or few, were found on the dry 
finger, but many on the wet finger. It 
did not appear that any of them were 
infectious, but the result of the experi- 
ments was held to justify an earnest 
warning against patting the finger in 
the month when taming the leaves of 
books.

right at the center of tho world's history 
stands the cross.

From an article on "Bird Music" by 
Pease Cheney in the Century

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.— In tho senate, 


\tr. Shcrmim called, up Hie joint resolu- 
tion reported by him yesterday from tlia 
committee on foreign relations, declar- 
ing the sense of congress in relation to 
the connection of the European govern- 
ments with any inter-oceanic canal, and 
iskcd that it be passed immediately. A 
jrief but very interesting discussion en- 
sued. Mr. Shenmm said tlie resolution 
was but the renssertion of the Monroe 
doctrine1. 


Mr. Teller Raid the only objection he 


had to tlie resolution WOB it was un- 
timely and should have been adopted 
rears ago, when the construction of the 
PitnamU canal began. 


Vest suggested that (White favoring 


the resolution) it was intended to have 
some bearing in favor of tho Nicnraguo 
canal (a scheme to wliich he .was op- 
posed). Mr. Edmunds, author of the 
resolution, disclaimed having beey in- 
fluenced by liny such idea.

opposed the resolution us calculated to 
obstruct the great work of bcneficience 
to mankind. Mr. George regarded the 
resolution os a very important and 
necessary step. 
Eeagnn thought the 


resolution should not be pressed to a 
vote to-day, but shuidd be consider^ 
and debated. 
Its language, he Boid, 


wan too brood and unrestricted nnd con- 
tained an unnecessary offence to France. 
Mr. Morgan took the view that congress 
hud uo right to trammel the diplomatic 
action of tho executive by tho passage of 
u joint resolution. 


Mr. Sherman treated Mr. Morgan's 


objection to the form of a resolution OB 
more technical than important, but was 
willing to have the resolution made a 
concurrent one instead of the joint reso- 
lution, although h« thought tho latter 
tho butter form us binding tho three 
bronchos of tho government. He would 
like to .toe all the nations of the world

The bodv is 
covered, but nothing — saving occasion- 
ally a little straw— may be placed 
under it. Then tho two big loos ar« 
tied together. 
On Kabbaths, it is not, 


however, premitted to remove n body 
on to the lloor: it would bo work. 
But as it is sometimes necessary that 
this should nevertheless bo done, rab- 
binical ingenuity 1ms contrived a means 
of accomplishing it without violating 
the sanctity of tho day. 
A loaf of 


bread is placed upon tho corpse, and 
tho two together are lifted to the 
ground.

Tobacco BalBtog In ihe East. 


In the last report from tho British 


consular agent at Bandnkan, the cap- 
ital of Writish North Uorneo, reference 
is made tu the planting of tobacco i* 
this new territory. The cultivation of 
"urap" tobacco has proved exceedingly 
lucrative in Sumatra, where somo of 
the loading companies pay dividends of 
Jver 100 per cent, nnd iu one case 152 
per cent was paid in 188ti, This to- 
bacco combines quality with elasticity 
uul extreme thinness, 80 that the leaf 
wvera n largo number of cigars. 
The 


value attached to it may ue judged 
from tho fact that while tho price of- 
ardiuary smoking tobacco is about 5d' 
per pound, wholesale and in bond,! 
•urap" fetches from 2s (id to 3s fkL. 
On tho other hand, tho cultivation is' 
attended by unusual risks and very, 
neavy expenses, and it wag long, 
Jionght that tho peculiar conjunction' 
5f soil and climate necessary for its 
^reduction was confined to Sumatra. 
But experiments have shown that it 
:nn also bo grown in British North* 
ilomeo. Samples from there woro^ 
iiighly recommended at tho colonial 
md Indian exhibition, and suitable 
and for the purpose is being eagerly 
laken up, chiefly by Dutch planters. 
Most of tho capital employed nud of 
ihe Europeans engaged nre Dutch, be- 
cause hitherto the production of "nnip* 
tobacco hiis been almost entirely a 
Jutch industry carried on iu Dutch' 
.'olonies. One of the principal reasons 
:or tho Dutch purchasing tobacco liuuls 
Mitside their own colonies is the very 
iieavy taxation to which they are snb- 
ejtcd by their own government. In' 
Java tho planter has to pay coolio poll- 
aixt-s, a license tax, high railway. 
:hnr<TQs, export and many other dues, 
ind in addition hue to pay ycitdy a tax 
m his land which would buy it out- 
right in n yyiNyenr lease in north 
tornco, where they are practically no 
;axes or imports whatever, except those 
MI opium, spirits, and lh« like. Hence 
•rhe Dutch aro not only prospecting 
;he country for tobacco, but also for 
mgar, coll'oe, and other cultivation.—

en I Manufacture. 


"No brunch of tin manufacture bus 


undorgono snub rudu-ul chunges within 
tho lust few years .is tho munnfucture of 
cans for packing and canning purposes," 
euid A t iti win u timnufucturor who was 
(jaestionud rulutivy to the mechanical 
improvements uf tlio trade. "From an 
insignificant business it bus grown to bo 
ono of great uiiigiiitude, uud ono, fur- 
ther, that is increasing ovury year with 
the incroitse in- consumption of canned 
goods. 
The high cost of pluty tin, cou- 


pled with fho popular prices nt which 
pnukem havo endeavored to put their 
goods on tho market, lias necessitated 
the discontinuance of hand labor. On 
tho other hand, tho uncertainty of crops 
hr.s ccntndizcd tho business and run out 
tho small scattered manufacturers. 
" Formerly such cans were made by 


hftnd, aud the demand of one season wus 
Bcnrcely supplied before work' was begun 
ua stock for tho next year. It was found, 
however, that an unexpected drought or 
frost or mitty spell often spoil u crop, 
nnd ut tho lust moment, by killing tl o 
demand for cans, locked up thousands 
of dollars' worth of munnfucturcd goods 
for twelve months— a difficulty which is 
now never experienced. Tho necessity 
of cheapening food wing hits resulted iu 
machinery which nntomuticullydoos the 
whole work, even to solduriugundcount- 
ing; and tho centrnUxution uf the cnn- 
making business springs from tho fuct 
that when u. smglu couc-rn, for instance, 
can turn olf n quarter of a million cans 
in a single day, puckers can wait till 
they know with certainty how many cans 
they will need before ordering them, or 
oven rescind nu order on n moment's no- 
tice without inconveniencing or causing 
loss to tho manufacturers. There ia now 
no need of capitals buing tied up. 


"Five or six Ijoys can now easily turn 


. olTCO.OOO u day and have scarcely moro 
to do than wntch tho mnohiuea. Tho 
pluto tin is fed in at 0110 end of n series 
of connected machines. The ends and 
bodies of tho cans aro stamped out, con- 
ducted along, put together, soldered, 
counted, and almost put on tho cars for 
shipping, without tho intvrreittion of 
hand labor; whereas, formerly, can- 
making was but n lower class of pieced 
work, requiring the sheiira and soldering 
iron. I don't tliiuk it an overestimate 
to eny that improved machinery has 
Iwsenod tho actual cost of manufactur- 
ing this sort of goods fully 75 per cent. 
The plant required for this 'machine 
work is, of course, pretty expensive, but 
their erection p»ys bucituse puckers will 
buy no other tlnm muchinc-uindu cans. 


"The requirements mudo of manufac- 


turers nre very exnutiiig. Thoy have to 
puyfor all cans nnd contents over and 
ubovo three in u thousand that are found 
defective; nnd thu imiount of money 
thn»pnid is, remnrkably small when wo 
take into consideration the rapidity with 
which tho cans aro turned olV und the 
saving in material cITectod in each cnn 
innda. Where formerly mo veil ty pounds 
of aoldcr was required for ],UOO cans thu 
now process of manufacture requires 
but fifteen. 
Tho saving of solder, you 


see, is no small item in tho reduction of 
cost. And, by tfio way, this muss of sot- 
dor formerly usod gave rino to that fuko 
about lead-poisoning by canned goods. 
Them isn't a genuine cuuo of such load- 
poisoning on .record. It Inkes months 
111 lead works t« impregnate ono'u sys- 
tem with poison; thu more conflict of 
food with n soldered point will not do it. 
The ronl oanttu of tlio poisoning is tho 
formuntiiiR of tho food. Seeing grmt 
rolls of Holder in tlio cars containing tho 
suspected food, physicians havo jumped 
at a fntao conclusion nnd needlessly 
wlarmod tho public."— CAt'cago A'etr*.

Tho flock was re-enforced two or three 


times by fresh importations from Spain, 
and it was tho custom to hold uti annual 
'ram sale from 17(Ji to 1853, but iu tho 
liitter year this was given up, and since 
then tho sales have been ptivato. Tho 
cbungo was a beneficial one, for while 
tho highest prices nt -public nnotion were 
S85 for rams and £25 for owes, tli« aver- 
age price fur the twontv years from 1853 
to 1872 was $170 for tho rams and SSO 
for the ewes. There is n gr( at diversity 
of opinion ns to the origin of tho merino 
ulioup, some people saying that tho 
breed was introduced into Spain by the

Wlmt It takes to Supply Iho Wants 


of n Steamship One Voyage. 


The big steamships which ply between 


Now York uud Europe curry 011 each 
trip across tho Atlantic a little city ol 
people. Two -thousand persons some- 
times are stored awuy ou board these 
flouting piiluccs. To appease tho sea- 
filmrpcncd appetites aud assuage the 
thirst of this horde requires n great deal 
of solid and liquid food. The steward 
ofacertiiin liner took on at Liverpool 
for the lust round, voyugo 1,000 bottles 
of champagne, 9,000 of claret, 0,000 ot 
ulo, 2,500 of porter, 6,000 of minotal 
wutcr, und 700 of spirits. Thoy used last 
yi-iir on their lino of steamers 8,639 
quarts and 17,013 pints of champagne. 
Tho Americans drink tho greater part of 
the champagne. 
They cull for five 


quarts of it to one of any other nation- 
ality. 


Thoy also used on that line lost year 


]3,»-ll quarts nnd 7,310 pints of claret. 
This had tho largest sale among the 
French travelers, and indeed all the pas- 
sengers from the continent preferred 
claret. 


The Britishers drank the greuter part 


of the year's supply of ale and porter, ia 
all -180,000 bottles. ' This, with 175,000 
bottles of mineral water, made enough r 
liquid to flout one of their ships in. ,Pret? .•' 
ty good showing, that, iu the way of weV 
goods, isn't it ?

Tho man 
who is fit to win and wear the inuclj 
prized, "Gamborfc," or long tuft of hait 
from tho back of tho winter pelt of tho 
chamois, requires to bo a man of iron 
muscles, cool head, unerring eye, and a 
courage that must ofluti bo prepared to 
face terrible odds, to avoid tho danger 
of having lo meet others much worse.

And one of Iho very charms of 
tho "GaniHJiigd" lies iu tho knowledge 
that lie• cannot obtain his micccss by 
any Ituid of adventitious advantages.

In short, chamois limiting is 
Alpine climbing, plus the fact that it i: 
the antolope, and not Uiu guide, who so 
Ircts thy traveler's route. — London 
Standard. 


Tliu Lacu I,rar riant. 


Tho lacn leaf plant is chi'-lly found in 


the rivers of Madagascar, lint it is dilll- 
<;ult to find, as it grows best nnd. 
writer. The root is HomoUiing lilui _ 
potato, and is roasted and eaten by tho 
natives. Tlio lenvrs are of dilibrent 
colors, from the light green ami yellow 
of tho young growth to tho darker 
shades of tlui old. The largest leaves 
are n foot long, and arc dvlicat(| nujsli 
work, the center uud edges forming n 
skeleton nn whieli the threads ar« sup- 
ported. Looking down into tho water 
whcro thu plants are growing thu leaves 
are said to look like a spread of mag- 
nificent lace in brown, green, olive, and 
gold. They thrive well in greenhouses, 
only requiring n wet soil and damp, 
warm air, but tho trouble of Bccuring 
them makes them a rarity.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Tlie usual term of apprenticeship to 


the Freucli polishing trade is five vears. 
This is longer than is really necessary, 
bnt the upholstery business is taught as 
a collateral, so tho period is an ciitiit- 
ablo one. 


During tho lirst year an apprentice's 


work chiefly consists in staining kitchen 
tables nnd other itnigh furniture. This 
is dono with a staining brush dipped iu 
a mixture of Venetian red, a little yel- 
low ochre, uud water. 
When dry the 


stained portions are sandpapered and 
varnished with red varnish made o£ 
methylated spirits, shellac, and rod 
sunders, or logwood dust. In tlio sec- 
ond year of apprenticeship tho poorer 
or light colored mahoganies and other 
wwodn are operated upon, buing iirst 
stained with bichromate of potash and 
water, which imparts a richer and 
darker brown. The mahogany is then 
sandpapered ami nibbed well over with 
Unseed oil, and tho grain tilled "with ii 
mixture of whiting, spirits, and linseed 
oil, which makes a. thickiuli substance 
nnd after it w nibbed in briskly with 
canvas the grain |of the wood looks 
much closer. 
This substance is wiped 


off with n piece of cloth nitd tho wood ia 
ready for polishing in earnest. 


French polish is composed of rod 


Hjiiulors, orange-shelJttcc aud methyl- 
lated sju'rita and Is identical with tho 
"varnish" above mentioned- It in, how- 
ever, nibbed in thoroughly when used 
as a polish, nml tho attrition make:; all 
the difference. 


Tlio rubber, or "rag,1" consists of 


wadding darned with the polish and 
placed inside a cotton rag, which » 
pressed into a smooth, tight, flat-faced 
ball. Thu 
flat 
surface 
in slightly 


damped, with linscvd oil toimikoit work 
freely on the wood. . The rubber is Ihon 
kept going continually until a bright 
IKiliKh is given. 


Tho ilnwbiug touch, or "spiriting" JIH 


it is termed in the trade, is <lon» with n. 
piotfo of wadding very slightly dumped 
with mothyllnt^d spirits, placodl.iiiflido 
thn rag aud worked lightly u'p and down 
the imltahcd surface two or three time.-*. 


AH tho loiitnor naptiroa tlio art of us- 


ing the rubber, which, simple IIH it aji- 
jH>ara, requires great practice, liner work 
i« given by degress. 


Tlio various other polishes, such as 


ebony and white jx>Iinh, consist of n 
nimilar mixture nn the ono described, 
tho coloring 
substance 
only 
being 


changed; in the former go* black ami in 
the latter white shellac nnd white rosin 
aro used. Damp weather is most' un- 
favorable to thu work, as it renders it 
ullflicult to get up n good gloss, and the 
polish is likely to become "chilled" or 
bleached, whon it looks very unsightly.

You can read nn exact description of 


tho condition of things in Mongolia to- 
day as foretold in tlio prophecy of Jere- 
miah over 2,000 years ago:

they shall not be lamented, neither 
shall they bo buried, bnt they .shall bo 
as dung upon the fooo of tho earth. 
And they shall be consumed by the 
sword and by famine, anfl their carcasses 
shall be moat for the fowls of Heaven 
and for the boosts of the earth." 


Although this describes a stato of 


things begun in Palestine, it does not 
ond there. Tho Mongol puts the corpse 
of his friend on n cart or otliur convey- 
ance to bo dragged with great speed by 
horses on to tho -plains, and whenever it 
is thrown there tho dogs and wolves 
may mako n. repast. 


Both Chinese and Mongols explain 


tho difference between their customs in 
this way: lUnrth returns to earth, flesh 
to flesh; tlmt is, tho Chinese, whose 
bodies lire fed bj* tlio grains of tho 
earth, return to it as a natural recom- 
pense; while the Mongol, who livos on 
tho animal kingdom, munt, iia a natural 
result, feed it iu turn, llond Jeremiah, 
xvii chapter, to KSO how tho geograph- 
ical position, religious condition, and 
tho like make a people like the Mongols 
just suited to thej prophecies regarding 
Bcattored Israel.-^ Shanghai.

Weather and Common Sense. 


It does not always require that a mnn 


should be n prophet to iiinlte a shrewd 
guess as to whnt the weather will ho 
somu months in advance. Thero nro 
probabilities, we will not say certainties,' 
regarding- times and seasons that are 
obvious to every one who knows the 
difference between storm and culm, heat 
and cold. 
"Wu know", for instance, that 


oue extreme is likoly to follow another. 
If oue winter is extrcmclv cold it ia 
highly probable it will be followed by 
another correspondingly moderate. An 
unusually told wnvc, so called, will 
generally bo tmcccciUid by a spell uf 
weather of greater mildness for tho sea- 
son. To a very dry season, or n sncce*- 
sioii of dry aeaaons, tlioro is sure to mtc- 
cocd a period of weatherto make up tho 
delk-icncv of .rainfall. If any particular 
spring is cold nml wet uml lulu, wo nmy 
gi-iierally expect that tho succeeding 
autumn will be xvarm and pleasant, and 
that tho winter will bo slow in coining1. 
If tlio entire year should bo bud on ac- 
count ef the excessive cold or unseason- 
able atorms, tlio compensation mny not 
come till the next year, but that it will 
come IQ time is as sure as the sun will 
continue to rise and set. It is ono of 
tho first laws of nature that rain uhatl 
alternate with sunshine, storm -with 
calm, nnd heat with cohl, nnd it in liy 
studyiug these movements of tho ele- 
ments moro closely than tlio rest of man- 
kind tlmt sonic pretended 
wwithcr

It does not follow from these general 


titles that anyone will over bo able to 
tc-H Ifcforelmnd how many inches of rain 
will follow in any givon year or predict 
the coming of u storm Kovurnl moutlm 
in advance, its violence, and ttio length 
of its continuance. The wcnlhcr in any 
particular part of tlio world i« do| wmlunt 
on general came* tlmt all'cct » lioinis- 
phore or tho entire globe, such OH tho 
licnt of tlio mm, and oct-nn and air cur- 
rent*. Ocean currents may be warmer 
or colder, and air currents nvii liablo lo 
chaiitfL-s of ttmipornture. of direction 
and timo r.f movement. Changos in the 
nun modify the earth's clinmlo very IJOH- 
nidonibly.

plagues and earthquakes, and even for 
our intervals of prosperity or mercantile 
disaster.
